American  Revolutionary  General,  who  turned  traitor  by  betraying 
p  ^ command  at  West  Point;  fled  to  Britain  where  he  was 
>  '  commissioned  as  brigadier  general  of  the  British  Army  and  led  the 

Q  raids  on  Virginia  and  Connecticut.  Manuscript  Document  Signed 

“B.  Arnold”,  one  page,  2-1/2"  x  8",  n.p.,  1790  January  20.  In 
full:  “We  the  subscribers  do  attest  and  declare  that  we  have  good 
cause  to  believe  and  that  we  do  verily  believe  that  the  above 
named  Joseph  Ward  is  either  departed  the  province  or  is 
concealed  with[in]  the  same  as  above  set  forth.”  A  5-line 
noUrization  is  penned  across  at  left  by  a  Superior  Court  Judge. 
Browning  along  the  edges,  else  a  fine  example  of  a  very  scarce 
Revolutionary  War  autograph. 
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ADAMS,  JOHN  (1735-1826)  (Photo)  ($1500-1700) 

President  of  the  United  States,  Signer  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence.  ADS  as  a  young  attorney,  2pp,  legal  folio,  on 
watermarked  laid  paper,  Boston,  [MA]  1768  September  14.  A 
partly-printed  document,  directed  at  the  Sheriff  of  Suffolk 
County,  with  handwritten  portion  of  almost  a  thousand  words 
penned  in  Adams’  hand  involving  a  case  brought  by  one  Murtagh 
McCarrell  against  one  John  Benton,  both  residents  of  Boston,  for 
unpaid  Bills  of  Exchange;  duly  notarized  and  recorded  by  the 
court  clerk.  John  Adams  has  affixed  his  full  signature  beneath  a 
four-line  notation  penned  by  another  person  on  the  top  portion  of 
the  second  page.  Across  on  the  same  page  is  a  handwritten  report 
of  the  Deputy  County  Sheriff.  Minor  foxing  and  light  soiling 
along  folds,  else  a  very  nice  legal  document,  with  quite  extensive 
handwriting  and  bold  dark  signature  of  John  Adams. 


2  ALASKA  ($350-500) 

Rare  Typed  Mani^ript  unsigned  copy,  1  Ipp,  4to,  [Washington, 
D.C.]  n.d.,  of  a  bill  to  be  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States,  creating  a  temporary 
govenunent  for  the  Territory  of  Alaska. 


5  ARTHUR,  CHESTER  A.  (1830-1886)  ($350-450) 

President  of  the  United  States.  TLS,  one  page,  4to,  on  official 
vignetted  letterhead  of  the  NYS  Quartermaster  General’s 
Department,  New  York,  1862  October  16lh.  Arthur  responds  to  a 
special  order  by  Brig.  Gen.  Thos.  Hillhouse,  AdjuUnt  General, 
Albany,  directing  him  to  furnish  transportation  for  troops.  In  part, 
the  letter  reads:  “As  the  17th  Regt  is  now  in  the  field  and  as  no 
portion  of  the  route  from  Elmira,  (except  a  few  miles)  is  within 
this  state,  I  would  suggest  that  the  proper  transportation  should  be 
obtained  from  Major  See  at  Elmira,  who  is  authorized  to  furnish 
transportation  for  the  recruits  for  old  regiments.”  Signed  boldly 
“C.  A.  Arthur  /  Q.  M.  Genl”  Two  tiny  edge  splits  at  either  side, 
minor  repairs  and  thin  strips  of  paper  reinforcements  at  top 
comers  and  bottom  edge  on  verso,  else  in  fine  condition. 

6  ARTHUR,  CHESTER  ($350-450) 

President  of  the  United  States.  Partly  printed  DS  as  President,  one 
page,  horizontal  folio,  Washington,  1883  February  20th.  Land 
grant  issued  to  Knud  Olson,  under  an  Act  of  Congress  approved 
20th  May,  1862,  “To  secure  Homesteads  to  actual  Settlers  on  the 
Public  Domain”.  Signed  boldly  in  full  by  Arthur  next  to  a  red 
embossed  paper  seal.  At  top  left  is  a  vignette  featuring  a  farm 
scene.  Two  tiny  edge  splits  along  folds  either  side  and  very  light 
browning  along  central  vertical  fold,  else  a  fine  autographed 
Presidential  document. 
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“I  will  get  The  Fall  of  the  Roman  Empire  when  I  return 
home.  I  would  certainly  delight  to  read  about 
something  that  fell  harder  than  I  did.” 


ARBUCKLE,  ROSCOE  “FATTY”  (1887-1933) (Pho/oj  ($500-750) 
Notorious  comic  actor  and  director.  Lengthy  AUS,  2  full  separate 
pages,  4to,  n.p.,  Saturday,  1924  September  13.  “My  dear 
Minty”  to  his  wife,  the  actress,  Minta  Durfee.  A  fascinating  letter 
filled  with  observations  about  literature,  his  itinerary  and 
expressions  of  devotion.  Arbuckle’s  career  was  ruined  by  scandal 
at  the  peak  of  his  success.  A  drinking  party  he  threw  resulted  in 
the  death  of  a  Hollywood  starlet  whose  alleged  assault  by  the  300- 
lb.  actor  was  front  page  news.  After  a  third  trial,  he  was  acquitted 
but  in  reaction  to  the  aroused  public  the  Hays  office  was  set  up  to 
enforce  moral  standards.  Using  the  pseudonym  of  William  B. 
Goodrich,  he  directed  several  films  but  was  never  accepted  as  a 
performer  again.  “Speaking  of  literature,  I  just  finished  reading  a 
book  by  Emile  Zola,  entitled  -  "L’Assommoir",  of  all  the  morbid 
filthy,  dirty,  smelly  books  I  ever  read  it  is  the  worst.  Marie  would 
love  it.  But  speaking  seriously,  there  is  absolutely  no  excuse  for  a 
person  writing  a  book  like  that...”  A  tiny  punch  hole  top  center 
affecting  a  word  and  two  small  square  white  mounting  tape 
remnants  on  the  verso  of  each  page,  else  a  very  interesting  long 
letter  in  excellent  condition.

A  remarkable 
letter  written  when  Baudelaire  was  only  12  years  old  but  already 
exhibiting  the  brilliance,  sensitivity  and  even  melancholy  that 
would  distinguish  the  future  poet.  At  this  time  Baudelaire  was  at 
boarding  school,  having  been  placed  there  by  Gen.  Jacques 
Aupick,  the  stepfather  he  would  come  to  detest.  Baudelaire  begins 
this  letter  with  a  salutation  “Charles,  the  younger,  to  Alphonse, 
the  elder”  and  writes  about  the  conditions  at  school,  and  his 
performance  there,  in  the  boring  town  of  Lyon  as  compared  to 
lively  Paris,  etc.  In  part,  the  letter  reads:  “Another  year  gone  by; 
in  April  I  will  be  thirteen  years  old,  two  years  of  which  I  have 
spent  away  from  my  brother... and  of  course  from  Paris,  Paris 
which  I  miss  so  much.  How  boring  it  is  at. ..school,  especially  this 
one  in  Lyon!  The  walls  are  so  gloomy,  dirty  and  dank,  the 
classrooms  are  so  dark,  the  Lyonnais  temperament  so  different 
from  the  Parisian!  But  at  last  the  time  is  approaching  for  me  to 
return  to  Paris...”  Baudelaire  fondly  writes  about  Paris  -  its 
“boulevards  and  Benhellemot’s  candies,  and  the  great  Giroux 
emporium,  and  the  elegant  shops  where  you  can  find  so  many 
beautiful  Christmas  presents.  In  Lyon  there  is  only  one  store  for 
good  books,  only  two  for  cakes  and  candies... This  town 


blackened  by  coal  smoke  can  boast  only  big  chestnuts  and  fine 
silk...”  Baudelaire  goes  on  to  mention  about  his  scholastic 
standing,  recalling  accomplishments  of  the  past  year  and  hoping 
to  do  well  as  to  deserve  his  “Christmas  gifts”.  He  closes  the 
letter  with,  “Papa  and  Mama  send  you  their  regards.”  A  tiny 
edge  split  and  two  very  small  tears  of  which  one  excises  “ha”  of 
his  closing  signature,  which  is  written  vertically  on  the  left  margin 
of  the  third  page,  but  the  salutatory  signature  in  the  first  line  is 
fine,  and  of  course  the  letter  bears  his  autograph  surname 
“Baudelaire”  on  the  address  panel.

Included  is  an  ALS  in  pencil  by  Rita  P.  Benton,  wife  of  Thomas 
Benton,  2pp,  8vo,  on  a  stationery  featuring  a  sketch  by  her 
husband,  n.p.,  n.d.  To  Ms.  Glasshiener,  possibly  the  landlord’s 
daughter,  offering  one  of  her  husband’s  work,  the  “Minstrel 
Show”  to  settle  a  debt.  In  part:  “We  are  going  traveling  and  we 
never  get  a  cent  during  the  summer.

Ten 
years  later  he  writes  of  meeting  Mrs.  Hall  in  person  and  of  being 
convinced  “that  at  the  time  of  the  murders,  she  was  two  miles 
away.  You  have  to  have  long  range  artillery  to  kill  at  that 
distance.”  Several  letters  refer  to  Lizzie  Borden  and  to  the  1937 
publication  of  The  Trial  of  Lizzie  Borden  which  Pearson  edited. 
Pearson  gives  an  account  of  his  first  visit  to  Lizzie’s  house  in  Fall 
River  and  his  interview  of  the  prosecution’s  two  key  witnesses.  In 
one  letter  Pearson  tells  Mrs.  Case  that  “you  are  my  most  valued 
correspondent  in  this  country...”  The  richness  of  the  contents  of 
this  group  of  letters  confirms  the  esteem  that  Pearson  must  have 
held  for  her.  Pearson  also  made  references  and  criticisms  to 
several  of  his  fellow  writers  as  well  as  to  books  he  had  read. 
Quite  a  fine  collection  of  correspondence  so  typical  of  the 
sprightly  and  informative  style  which  make  Pearson’s  books  on 
crime  and  other  subjects  so  appealing.

Slavery  is  abolished,  and  neither  can  nor  ought  to  be  re¬ 
established  in  any  State  or  Territory  within  our  jurisdiction...’’  It 
continues  “...Every  patriot  should  frown  upon  all  these  acts  and 
proceedings  everywhere,  which  can  serve  no  other  purpose  than 
to  rekindle  the  animosities  of  war,  and  the  effect  of  which  upon 
our  moral,  social,  and  material  interests  at  home,  and  our  standing 
abroad,  differing  only  in  a  degree,  is  injurious  like  war  itself. 
The  purpose  of  the  war  having  been  to  preserve  the  Union  and  the 
Constitution  by  putting  down  the  rebellion,  and  the  rebellion 
having  been  suppressed,  all  resistance  to  the  authority  of  the 
general  government  being  at  an  end,  and  the  war  having  ceased, 
war  measures  should  also  cease,  and  should  be  followed  by 
measures  of  peaceful  administration,  so  that  union,  harmony  and 
industry,  commerce,  and  the  arts  of  peace  revived  and  promoted 
and  the  early  restoration  of  all  the  States  to  the  exercise  of  their 
constitutional  powers  in  the  National  Government  is  indispensably 
necessary  to  the  public  credit...’’  Fine.

UNION  DOW.  NKAL  (1804-1897)  ($400-500) 

Union  Anny  General,  Prohibition  Party  Presidential  candidate; 
luH'scn  as  the  “Father  of  the  Maine  Law"  for  securing  the 
passage  of  the  anti-liquor  bill  in  that  state.  During  the  Civil  War, 
Dow  was  wounded  twice  at  Port  Hudson,  captured,  imprisoned 
and  later  e.xchanged  for  CSA  Gen.  Wm.  H.  Fitzhugh  Lee  (Robert 
E.  Lee’s  son).  Shortly  after  the  exchange,  Dow  resigned  from 
active  duty  for  health  reasons  effective  November  30,  1864.  This 
historically  important  Civil  War  letter  deals  with  that  event.

and  will  be  very  much  obliged  for  any  attention  you  may  be  so 
kind  as  to  give  it...”

Congressman,  (1857- 
61;  1893-5)  Major  General  whose  errors  at  Chancellorsville  and 
Gettysburg  led  to  his  defeat  and  retirement  from  command.  He 
gained  great  notoriety  in  1859  by  murdering  his  wife’s  lover,  the 
son  of  Francis  Scott  Key,  (the  Star  Spangled  Banner)  who  was  the 
U.S.  District  Attorney  in  Washington  D.C.  He  was  acquitted  with 
the  help  of  Edwin  SUnton,  later  Secretary  of  War.  Sickles’ 
kindness  in  taking  back  his  errant  wife  scandalized  Washington  as 
did  his  relations  with  Queen  Isabella  II  of  Spain  and  his  habit  of 
taking  girl  friends  to  the  medical  museum  to  look  at  his  embalmed 
leg  on  display.  ALS,  4pp,  8va,  n.p  Sunday,  January  1864  to 
General  David  G.  Bimey,  who  succeeded  the  wounded  Sickles  as 
Commander  of  the  III  Corps.  The  letter  mentions  a  Congressional 
Investigation  of  General  Meade,  who  was  charged  with  having  let 
Lee  escape  after  Gettysburg.  Meade  was  apparently  putting 
pressure  on  his  subordinates  to  be  loyal  to  him  and  Sickles,  ever 
independent  and  insubordinate,  tells  Bimey  not  to  allow  himself  to 
be  diverted  from  giving  his  true  opinion  to  Congress.  Bimey, 
whose  brother  was  a  general  and  whose  father  had  been  an  early 
abolitionist  leader,  scarcely  needed  such  advice.  Sickles  had 
important  contacts  in  Congress  and  the  Secretary  of  War,  whom 
Sickles  assures  Bimey  will  tell  Meade  to  lay  off,  was  none  other 
than  SUnton,  who  had  represented  Sickles  in  the  Key  rnurder 
trial.

any  present,  pension,  office,  or  emolument  of  any  kind  whatever, 
from  any  emperor,  king,  prince,  or  foreign  power,  such  person 
shall  be  incapable  of  holding  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under 
them  or  either  of  them.”  Smith  (1757-1842)  was  the  State 
Department’s  highest  official  under  James  Madison.  Smith 
frequently  disagreed  with  the  President  and  was  often  ignored 
when  administration’s  diplomatic  communications  were  written.

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CORTEZ,  HERNANDO  (14857-1547)  (Photo)  ($14000-17000)

and  recaptured  the  city  after  a  siege  in  May  1521.  Cortez  then 
became  captain  general  and  worked  at  expanding  his  territory 
towards  the  Rio  Grande  and  into  Central  America.  Cortez 
conquered  Honduras  in  1524-6,  but  found  himself  more  isolated 
from  the  Spanish  court.  His  power  was  curbed,  and  in  1540 
Cortez  went  to  Spain,  where  as  a  Marquis,  he  was  ignored  by  the 
court  and  died  in  obscurity.  This  document,  dated  1535,  orders 
the  payment  of  100  pesos  of  the  current  gold  coinage  for  use  by 
the  fleet  on  the  Pacific  coast,  which  Cortez  hoped  to  use  to 
procure  spices.

Interesting  long  ALS,  2pp,  4to,  on  letterhead  of  the  American 
Expeditionary  Forces  /  Office  of  General  Purchasing  Agent,  [Ritz 
Hotel,  Paris],  1919  April  10th.  To  “My  dear  mother”,  the 
General  writes  of  his  activities  and  associations  in  Paris  especially 
the  Grand  Duke  Alexander  of  Russia  with  whom  he  was  very 
sympathetic.  In  part,  Dawes  writes;  “Am  sorry  for  the  Grand 
Duke.  He  and  I  sit  around  together  like  two  congenial  but 
homesick  souls. ..He  is  a  brother-in-law  of  the  late  Czar  &  has  had 
three  brothers  murdered  by  the  Bolshevists.  Of  his  near  relatives 
seventeen  have  been  murdered  by  the  Revolutionists.  Four  of  his 
six  children  are  still  in  the  Crimea.  His  son-in-law... murdered 
Rasputin.  He  pours  his  soul  out  to  me  and  I  have  to  pinch  myself 
to  realize  I  am  not  back  in  the  Middle  Ages... He  says  he  is  sick  of 
"Grand  Duking"  and  I  certainly  think  he  is  justified  in  it...”  The 
general  finalizes  his  letter  by  instructing  his  mother  not  to 
circulate  his  letters,  because  “I  am  getting  enough  notonety”.  In 
closing,  he  signs  “Your  affectionate  son  /  Charles  G.  Dawes”, 
line. 


102  DAWKS,  CHARLES  (8]  ($2000-4000) 

Important  collection  of  six  ALsS  and  two  TLsS,  totalling  13pp,

In  the  letter  dated  Sept.  21,  1917,  Dawes 
writes,  in  part:  “...my  work  is  so  far  reaching,  and  important  that 
good  or  bad,  it  will  be  a  part  of  the  history  of  the  war.  The 
volume  which  passes  through  my  hands  is  enormous.  In  every 
way  possible  to  save  time  Genl  Pershing  is  routing  things  through 
my  hands  here  which  originate  in  the  Paris  headquarters  without 
having  them  pass  through  the  Chief  of  Staff  at  Field 
Headquarters...”  While  in  the  Dec.  25,  1917  letter,  Dawes 
remarks:  “I  really  had  my  Christmas  yesterday  when  my  dear 
friend  Genl  Pershing  called  me  by  telephone  at  noon,  and  we 
went  off  to  lunch  and  for  a  visit  together.  Somehow  our 
bereavements,  our  long  acquaintance  and  our  association  in 
work,  have  all  combined  to  draw  us  closely  together.  He  is  a  very 
great  man...”  In  his  January  25,  1918  letter,  Dawes  again  refers 
to  General  Pershing  as  “a  very  great  man,  as  much  so  from  a 
business  and  organizing  standpoint  as  from  a  military  standpoint. 
He  never  acts  without  full  consideration  and  yet  his  mind  acts  so 
quickly  that  nothing  ever  lacks  for  immediate  attention...”  In 
subsequent  letters,  Dawes  writes  of  air  raids,  his  trips,  and  other 
highlights  of  his  tour  of  duty.  Dawes  cautioned  his  mother  not  to 
circulate  any  copies  of  his  letters,  even  to  the  family,  saying 
“This  is  important.  Let  them  read  it  if  you  wish,  but  do  not  let 
copies  get  around.”  All  letters  are  in  fine  condition  with  excellent 
contents  from  a  man  who  brilliantly  supplied  the  Allied  Armies  in 
WWI.  Also  included  is  a  copy  of  a  typewritten  letter,  lOpp,  4to, 
dated  November  14,  1918,  that  General  Dawes  wrote  to  his 
mother  towards  the  end  of  the  war  in  which  he  describes  in 
greater  detail  some  of  his  experiences  including  General 
Pershing’s  awarding  ceremony,  the  encounters  he  had  with  his 
British  and  French  colleagues,  as  well  as  his  specific  job  and  tour 
of  duty.  Historically  fascinating.

"Mud  Machine"  for  which  he  was  granted  a  patent  June  24,  1809. 

A  remarkable  document  typical  of 
the  legal  difficulties  Evans  experienced  throughout  his  career. 
After  years  as  a  subject  of  ridicule,  the  Philadelphia  inventor 
constructed  a  vehicle  which  he  humorously  called  “Orukter 
Amphibole”  which  moved  under  its  own  power  and  was  used  in 
conjunction  with  mud  removal  operations  in  Philadelphia’s 
Schuylkill  River.  By  1819,  fifty  of  his  steam  engines  were  in 
operation  throughout  the  Eastern  seaboard.  The  design  and 
construction  of  the  engines  and  boilers  for  the  Fairmount 
Waterworks  in  Philadelphia  was  a  major  achievement  in  Evans’ 
career.

124  FILLMORE,  MILLARD  (1800-1874)  ($500-750) 

President  of  the  United  States.  ALS,  full  page,  8vo,  Saratoga 
Springs,  1860  August  23d.  To  C.  Townsend  Esq.,  replying  to  his 
inquiries,  Fillmore  writes,  in  part:  “...I  was  bom  in  Summerhill, 
Cayuga  Co.,  N.Y.  on  the  7th  of  January  1800.  But  I  regret  to  say 
that  can  furnish  you  no  information  as  to  the  time  of  birth  of  the 
other  Presidents.  Surgeon  Wood  of  Baltimore  is  a  son  in  law  of 
Prest.  Taylor  and  may  be  able  to  give  the  desired  information...” 
Signed  in  full  and  in  fine  condition.  The  blank  integral  leaf  has 
been  neatly  attached  along  its  edges  to  blank  white  paper. 


125  FILLMORE,  MILLARD  ($1200-1400) 

ALS  as  Congressman,  one  page,  (with  integral  leaf)  4to,  Buffalo, 
[NY]  1841  Sept.  26,  to  the  Honorable  Daniel  Webster,  Secretary 
of  State.  Fillmore  writes:  “I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a 
recommendation  of  Bradford  A.  Manchester  of  this  city  for 
Consul  at  Basle,  which  is  signed  by  the  most  highly  respectable 
citizens  of  this  place.  /  Mr.  Manchester  is  a  young  man  of 
enterprise  and  ability  who  has  been  the  architect  of  his  own 
fortunes  under  most  discouraging  circumstances.  I  therefore  most 
cheerfully  unite  with  the  petition  in  recommending  him  for  the 
office  to  which  he  aspires.”  Less  than  nine  years  after  this  letter 
was  written,  Fillmore  assumed  the  Presidency  (after  Zachary 
Taylor’s  death)  and  Webster  was  his  choice  as  Secretary  of  State. 
It  was  alleged  for  years  that  both  Fillmore  and  Webster  had  a  part 
in  poisoning  President  Taylor,  but  recent  exhumation  and  findings 
indicate  the  absence  of  any  poison.  Webster  served  as  secretary  of 
state  until  his  death  in  1852.  A  fine  example  of  political 
expediency  common  among  political  circles.

Swedish-bom  American  film  star  of  such  classics  as  Camille, 
NinotchJ^,  Anna  Karenina,  etc.;  a  special  Academy  Awardee  in 
1954.  Signed  Check:  Pacific-Southwest  Trust  &  Savings  Bank, 
Culver  City,  CA,  1925  November  28.  A  Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
Corporation  payroll  check  (No.  10328)  for  $400  made  payable  to 
Greta  Garbo,  who  has  boldly  endorsed  it  twice  on  verso.  Garbo 
apparently  signed  her  name  the  first  time  on  the  wrong  end  of  the 
check,  then  re-signed  under  the  printed  word  “Endorsement”. 
Ime.  Greta  Garbo  was  only  20  years  old  then  and  a  newcomer  to 
Hollywood.  At  first,  MGM  studio  publicity  was  at  loss  as  to  the 
image  they  were  supposed  to  give  Garbo.  Her  uncommunicative 
approach  to  reporters,  however,  gave  her  away  and  she  soon 
became  known  as  “The  Mysterious  Stranger”  or  “The  Swedish 
Sphinx”.  It  was  not  until  the  shooting  of  Garbo’s  first  MGM  film, 
The  Torrent,  that  studio  brass  realized  what  a  prized  possession 
they  had  signed.  As  soon  as  the  camera  began  to  grind,  the  big, 
awkward,  phlegmatic  girl  with  the  stooped  shoulders  and  droopy 
eyes  would  suddenly  come  to  life,  electrifying  the  whole 
production  crew  with  her  magnetic  personality.  Quickly,  Mayer, 
who  had  reluctantly  been  forced  to  sign  her  at  first,  offered  her  a 
revised  contract  at  a  higher  salary  even  before  the  film  was 
concluded.  The  Torrent  (released  three  months  after  the  signing  of 
this  check)  became  a  big  hit;  Greta  Garbo  was  unanimously 
acclaimed  as  the  new  superstar  and  the  Garbo  myth  began.

THE  ASSASSINATION  OF  PRESIDENT  GARnELD 


139  [GARFIELD,  JAMES]  GUITEAU,  CHARLES  JULIUS  (cl840- 
1882)  [3]  (Photo)  ($2000-2500) 

Presidential  assassin.  A  lawyer  and  "stalwart"  Republican,  he 
supported  President  Garfield  in  the  election  of  1880  and  came  to 
Washington  in  1881  expecting  to  be  appointed  U.S.  Consul  at 
Marseilles,  France.  His  hopes  thwarted,  and  angered  by 
Garfield’s  conversion  to  Civil  Service  reform,  he  shot  the 
President  in  the  Baltimore  and  Potomac  RR  station  in  Washington, 
DC,  July  2,  1881.  Garfield  survived  until  his  death  on  September 
19th.  1)  H.H.  Alexander,  The  Life  of  Guiteau,  Philadelphia,  PA, 
Jones  Brothers,  1882.  856-page  history  of  Guiteau’s  life  and  trial 
by  the  court  stenographer.  Rare,  mild  wear.  2)  Board  with  sketch 
of  Guiteau  on  the  witness  stand,  a  picture  of  his  father,  a  photo  of 
Guiteau  and  two  cards,  2-1/4  by  3-3/4  inches.  ALS,  2pp, 
Washington,  DC  (1882)  February  12,  acknowledging  a  letter  and 
asking  for  $200  for  personal  use.  Glue  stained  edges.  3)  Police 
Gazetter  Extra  with  a  scene  of  the  execution,  8pp,  folio.  This 
has  several  fold  junction  holes.  It  also  has  pictures  showing 
Guiteau  following  Garfield  around  Washington  until  his 
opportunity  came  in  the  train  depot.  Guiteau’s  sanity  was 
questioned  at  the  time  and  there  was  little  doubt  that  he  had 
allowed  his  personal  grievances  to  wholly  occupy  his  mind.  The 
two  cards,  which  were  apparently  smuggled  out  of  jail,  were 
written  after  his  trial,  conviction  and  sentencing  on  January  25th, 
when  he  knew  his  execution  was  but  a  matter  of  time.  An  effort 
was  made  to  raise  $2,000  for  the  appeal,  but  little  came  in.  In  the 
end,  his  lawyers,  who  included  his  wife’s  husband,  paid  for  the 
costs  themselves,  but  in  vain.  Guiteau  was  judged  sane  and  guilty, 
and  hung  on  June  30,  1882,  just  two  days  short  of  the  anniversary 
of  his  crime. 


140 ICARFIELD,  JAMES)  REYBURN,  ROBERT  (1833-1909)

One  of  President  Garfield’s  surgeons  in  attendance.  ALS,  3pp, 
8vo,  on  ruled  stationery,  Executive  Mansion,  Washington  D.C., 
1881  August  24.

His  wound  was  a  terrible  one  & 
only  his  immense  vigor  &  the  most  assiduous  care  have  kept  him 
alive.  /  We  are  as  you  may  be  sure  doing  everything  for  him  that 
human  effort  can  do  &  we  must  after  that  trust  to  a  higher 
power.... We  (the  Physicians)  never  leave  the  President  night  or 
day  &  relieve  each  other  by  turns  of  4  to  be  ready  for  any 
emergency.  ’’  Scattered  waterstaining  and  a  tiny  edge  split,  else  in 
fine  condition.

144  GARLAND,  JUDY  (Pholo)  ($1000-1200) 

Contract  Signed  “Judy  Garland’’,  2pp,  4to,  on  onionskin  paper. 
New  York  City,  1961  March  9.  Carbon  copy  of  a  contract  signed 
by  Garland  and  Felix  Gerstman  for  a  single  performance  of  the 
former  at  the  Mosque  Theatre,  Newark,  New  Jersey,  for  which 
the  legendary  singer  would  receive  $10,000.  Garland  has  also 
affixed  her  initials  on  a  paper  strip  stapled  to  the  document 
containing  a  rider  to  an  ad  paragraph.  Two  file  holes  on  top,  else 
in  very  fine  condition.  During  this  time  Judy  Garland  was 
desperately  trying  to  make  a  comeback  after  going  through  a 
series  of  setbacks  in  her  life  and  career,  and  this  performance  was 
one  of  the  preludes  to  a  memorable  concert  she  gave  at  Carnegie 
Hall  in  New  York  City  where  she  played  a  magnificent  dramatic 
vignette  in  Stanley  Kramer’s  Judgement  at  Nuremberg.

141  GARFIELD,  JAMES  A.  (1831-1881)  ($350-450) 

President  of  the  United  States.  ALS  “J.  A.  Garfield’’,  one^page, 
8vo,  on  House  of  Representatives  ruled  stationery,  Washington, 
D.C.,  1877  March  2.  A  rather  amusing  but  significant  letter  to 
“Wallace”  in  which  Garfield  writes  with  humor:  “I  should  like  to 
be  your  father  if  I  could  but  it  is  too  late  -  so  I  return  the  enclosed 
letter  for  a  better  direction  -  /  I  have  just  got  out  of  bed  (10-1/2 
hrs)  having  got  home  from  the  final  count  at  4-1/2  this  morning. 
Tired  to  the  bone...”  Excellent  signature  in  fine  condition. 
Garfield  was  a  member  of  the  Electoral  Commission  which 
awarded  the  presidency  to  Rutherford  B.  Hayes  after  the  disputed 
election  of  1876.  Hayes  was  officially  declared  president  at  4:10 
am,  defeating  Tilden  by  a  congressional  vote  of  185  to  184  on 
March  2,  1877. 


GARHELD’S  FOREBODING  OF  IIIS  DEATH 


142  GARnELD,  LUCRETIA  R.  (1832-1918)  (Photo)  ($750-850) 

Wife  of  U.  S.  President  James  A.  Garfield.  ALS  “Lucretia  R. 
Garfield”,  2-l/2pp,  12mo,  on  black-edged  mourning  stationery, 
Cleveland,  OH,  1881  Nov.  19th.  A  deeply  moving  narrative  letter 
to  Alice,  describing  her  late  husband’s  premonition  of  his 
impending  death  during  the  Presidential  nomination  in  Chicago, 
and  her  memories  of  his  last  hours.  Written  in  her  beautiful  prose. 
In  part:  “...It  seems  almost  that  the  spirit  of  prophesy  fell  upon 
him  at  the  Chicago  Convention  so  many  of  his  utterances  come 
back  to  me  now  as  foreshadowing  the  fearful  ending.  /  Only  two 
months  ago  this  day  he  was  living  -  looking  up  into  my  eyes, 
talking  to  me  so  tenderly  of  my  care  of  him  -  so  near  to  me  in 
every  way,  and  yet,  since  that  same  night  when  his  spirit  went 
out,  an  age  of  loneliness  and  bitter  anguish  seems  to  have 
intervened...”  President  Garfield  was  shot  by  Charles  J.  Guiteau 
while  waiting  in  a  Washington  railway  station  on  July  2,  1881. 
Two  very  short  edge  splits  along  a  fold,  else  in  very  nice 
condition;  quite  powerful. 

143  GARLAND,  JUDY  (Frances  Gumm;  1922-1969)  ($800-1000) 

Legendary  American  singer  and  actress.  DS,  one  page,  legal 
ill  folio,  on  onionskin  paper,  Los  Angeles,  CA,  1963  August  30.

Harrison  writes  to  an  unnamed 
male  correspondent,  which  reads  in  full:  “My  dear  sir/  Permit  me 
to  recommend  Dr.  Cyrus  Falconer  (the  Delegate  from  the  2nd 
District  of  this  State  to  the  Convention)  to  your  attentions  you  will 
.  find  him  worthy  of  them  /  yours  truly  /  W.  H.  Harrison  /  North 
Bend  /  22d  Nov.  1839”.  During  the  first  week  of  December 
1839,  the  Whigs  met  at  Harrisburg,  PA,  to  nominate  Harrison  for 
President  a  second  time.  This  is  an  interesting  letter  which  has 
relevance  to  that  event  at  a  time  when  political  conventions  were 
of  importance.

One  of  two  neighboring  families  from  the  mountains  of  Kentucky 
and  West  Virginia,  the  other  being  the  McCoys,  involved  in  the 
biggest  and  bloodiest  family  feud  of  the  19th  Century.  Vintage 
Photo,  [Cook  Studio,  Portsmouth,  OH]  unsigned,  ca.  1880’s, 
featuring  members  of  the  Hatfield  Clan  of  West  Virginia,  all 
armed  to  the  teeth,  lead  by  “Devil  Anse”  Hatfield,  who  was  a 
captain  in  the  Confederate  Army.  The  photograph  was  apparently 
taken  in  front  of  Devil’s  cabin.  A  sordid  story  full  of  mountain 
hatred  and  brutal  killings  which  started  during  the  Civil  War  when 
the  Hatfields  came  out  for  the  Confederacy  with  such  fervor  as 
did  the  McCoys  for  the  Union.  One  of  the  McCoys  was  allegedly 
murdered  by  a  Hatfield  in  1863,  and  the  animosity  simmered 
along  until  1873  when  a  dispute  arose  over  a  question  of 
ownership  of  a  razor  backhog.  This  conflict  resulted  in  the 
burning  and  massacre  of  the  McCoy  protagonist.  In  the  aftermath 
of  this  tragic  feud,  one  of  the  Hatfields  was  hanged,  while  four 
others  were  meted  life  prison  terms  in  1888.  In  an  ironic  twist  of 
fate,  however,  amidst  the  anger  and  hate,  romance  and  love  did 
find  a  way  to  manifest  itself  into  the  hearts  of  some  members  of 
the  warring  clans.  Decades  later,  there  have  been  intermarriages 
resulting  in  numerous  children.  There  are  slight  crease  marks, 
else  in  very  good  condition.

Rhode  Island  Governor,  (1768-1768)  Chief  Justice  who  blocked 
the  prosecution  of  those  who  burned  the  British  customs  schooner 
Gaspee,  (1774)  an  opponent  of  the  Stamp  Act  and  the  Sugar  Act 
and  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  DS,  one  page, 
folio,  1738.  Partly  printed  indenture  for  the  mortgage  of  50  acres 
of  land  in  exchange  for  a  £40  loan  from  John  Wanton,  George 
Goulding,  Jableel  Brennon,  Daniel  Updike,  John  Gardner  and 
James  Sheffield,  loan  commissioners  under  the  act  of  August  22, 
1738,  who  signed  and  issued  currency  to  lend  to  farmers  and  to 
pay  for  the  1740  Cuban  expedition.  Jeremiah  Matheson,  the 
borrower,  was  required  to  repay  by  1748  with  5%  interest. 
Hopkins  has  signed  three  times,  once  as  a  witness,  once  as  the 
town  clerk  of  Scituate,  where  the  indenture  was  registered,  and 
once  more  in  his  capacity  as  the  local  justice  of  the  peace.  The 
paper  is  watermarked  in  the  bottom  half  of  the  document  with 
what  looks  like  two  lions  facing  front,  supporting  a  shield  with  a 
Russian  Czarist  crown  and  with  a  belt  of  St.  Andrew  type  crosses 
down  the  center.

American  Revolutionary  War  General  and  Governor  of  Michigan 
Territory;  court  martialled  and  sentenced  to  death  for  surrendering 
Detroit  and  the  Territory  without  a  fight  to  the  British  in  the  War 
of  1812,  but  later  vindicated,  ALS,  3pp,  4to,  on  British 
watermarked  tan  laid  paper.  Camp  Nelson’s  Point,  1782  August 
30.  A  lengthy  letter  to  Major  General  [Benjamin]  Lincoln, 
Secretary  of  War,  requesting  action  to  be  taken  in  regard  to 
payment  for  advances  he  paid  for  Army  supplies.  In  part  Hull 
writes:  “...When  I  was  in  Boston,  I  received  a  letter  from  Col. 
Greaton,  including  one  from  Mr.  Brooks  the  Deputy  Clothier  both 
urging  me  in  the  most  pressing  terms  to  procure  five  hundred  hats 
for  the  third  Masstts.  Regt.  assuring  me  the  money  should  be  paid 
in  a  very  few  weeks  -  My  zeal  to  serve  the  Regt.  induced  me  to 
make  the  attempt. ..but  one  person  in  Boston  who  had 
them... would  not  consent... on  credit... my  friend  Mr.  Daniel 
Parker... was  kind  enough  to  advance  the  money,  on  my  assuring 
him  he  should  receive  it  again  immediately  -  I  can  only  lament 
that  my  zeal  to  serve  the  Regt.  has  involved  me  in  so  disagreeable 


a  situation... by  disposing  of  my  .state  securities  at  a  quarter  part 
the  value,  which  1  have  so  hardly  earned  by  more  than  seven 
years  service  to  fulfill  my  engagements... rather  than  disappoint 
my  friend  any  longer  who  has  so  disinterested  advanced  his 
money  to  serve  me  and  the  Army...’’.  Foxing  and  a  small  edge 
tear  from  a  wax  seal  not  affecting  dark  text  or  excellent  signature. 


190  INDIANS,  IROQUOIS  -  AMERICAN  REVOLUTION  ($450,750) 
ALS,  3pp,  4lo.  1815  agreement  between  the  William  Gardiner, 
Jr.  and  Charles  Gardner  on  the  first  part  and  Richard  Van  Dyke 
of  Manlius,  County  of  Onondaga.  The  Indians,  representing  the 
heirs  of  eight  Indians  who  had  been  given  commissions  by  the 
Continental  Congress  and  who  were  among  the  few  loyal  to  the 
United  States  -  the  others  had  made  the  mistake  of  backing  the 
losing  British,  were  entitled  to  certain  land  grants.  The  Gardners 
agree  to  put  up  the  funds  needed  to  get  the  Indians  to  Washington 
decently  dressed  and  make  the  down  payment;  Van  Dyke  agrees 
to  go  at  his  own  cost  and  to  be  given  a  quit  rent  title  to  half  the 
land  procured,  if  any.  The  Indians  are  to  be  paid  for  half  the  land, 
half  in  goods,  the  rest  in  cash.  Such  an  arrangement  has  been 
criticized  as  a  defrauding  of  the  Indians,  who,  left  to  their  own 
devises,  would  not  have  had  either  the  knowledge  or  the  means  to 
take  advantage  of  their  rights  and  who  would  without  the 
intervention  of  these  three  men,  have  gotten  exactly  nothing  for 
the  services  rendered  by  themselves  or  their  ancestors.  Since  the 
whites  were  laying  out  their  own  money  and  time  in  a  project  that 
was  far  from  being  a  sure  thing,  it  could  be  argued  that  they  were 
entitled  to  a  good  share  of  the  proceeds.  The  document  is  aged, 
with  fold  splits  and  wax  seals.  There  is,  in  addition,  a  book  by 
Barbara  Graymont,  The  Iroquois  in  the  American  Revolution, 
Syracuse  University  Press,  1972,  which  mentions  on  page  197 
how  the  Indians  got  their  Lieutenant  Colonelcy,  Capitancies  and 
Lieutenants’  commissions.  [2] 


191  INDIAN  CHIEF:  TWO  GUNS  WHITE  COW  (Photo)  ($600-800) 
PS,  Glacier  National  Park  photo  postcard,  signed  by  the  Indian 
Chief  in  pictograph  form;  that  is,  with  a  drawing  of  two  rifles  and 
a  crude  cow.  The  couple  sending  the  card  report  that  their  son  got 
the  signature  from  the  Indian,  who  was  apparently  a  tourist 
attraction  at  the  park.

President  of  the  United  States.  ALS  “Andrew  Jackson”,  l-l/2pp, 
with  integral  holograph  address  leaf,  4to,  dated  “Washington 
City,  Jany.

am  well  defended  on  the  floor  of  Congress,  &  I  am  this  moment 
advised  confidential[ly],  that  Mr.  Jefferson  &  Mr.  Madison,  has 
both  wrote  [sic]  to  Mr.  Monroe,  fully  approving  of  my  conduct, 
&  his,  in  his  full  approbation  of  my  conduct  -  This  will  put  down 
my  enemies  completely  -  I  am  told  I  will  have  in  my  favour  a 
very  large  majority  on  the  floor  of  Congress.  I  have  been  treated 
with  great  attention  since  my  arival  [sic]  -  but  I  have  determined 
to  decline  all  invitations,  of  dining  out  or  visitting  [sic]  untill  [sic] 
the  question  before  the  house  is  decided.  1  have  been  so  crowded 
with  company  since  my  arival  [sic],  that  untill  [sic]  this  moment  I 
have  had  no  time  to  write  you.  I  met  my  friends  Col.  [Robert] 
Butler  &  the  Doctor,  &  Doctor  -  [James  C.]  Brunaugh  -  to  the 
Col.  &  Doctor  Brunaugh  for  their  attention  &  friendship  I  feel 
greatly  Indebted,  say  to  Rachel  &  Patsey,  that  they  -  need  not 
expect  them  to  leave  this  untill  [sic]  the  question  is  decided.  I 
have  not  been  in  Congress  Hall  nor  do  I  intend  to  visit  it  -  untill 
[sic]  the  question  is  decided.  /  Kiss  my  sons  for  me,  present  me  to 
my  friends,  &  accept  of  my  blessing,  I  am  your  affectionate 
Husband.”  Signed  in  full.  As  commander  of  the  U.  S.  Army  in 
the  South,  Andrew  Jackson  was  sent  to  suppress  the  outbreaks  of 
the  Seminole  Indians  and  in  doing  so  invaded  Spani.sh  Florida;  in 
capturing  the  Spanish  territory  and  in  executing  two  British 
subjects  for  inciting  Seminoles  to  hostility  against  the  U.S.,  he 
placed  the  United  States  in  danger  of  war  with  Spain  and  Great 
Britain,  which  raised  a  diplomatic  and  political  storm.  Henry 
Clay,  (1777-1852)  who  was  then  Speaker  of  the  House,  resigned 
to  personally  attack  Jackson  on  the  floor  of  the  House  of 
Representatives.  Also  among  Jackson’s  detractors  was  John  C. 
Calhoun,  the  Secretary  of  War,  who  felt  that  the  general  had  been 
insubordinate  as  well  as  irresponsible.  Ironically,  Jackson  had 
accepted  Calhoun’s  invitation  despite  his  indication  in  this  letter 
that  he  was  declining  all  invitations,  apparently  thinking  Calhoun 
was  on  his  side  since  Calhoun  was  Clay’s  bitter  enemy.  Some 
time  later  Jackson’s  discovery  of  Calhoun’s  views  and  the  Eaton 
Affair  would  cause  a  breach  between  President  Jackson  and  Vice 
President  Calhoun  in  1832,  thus  promoting  Martin  Van  Buren  to 
the  Presidency  in  1836.  Jackson,  however,  had  more  than  enough 
support  to  defeat  a  vote  of  censure  (which  he  acknowledged  in 
this  letter).  Andrew  Jackson  was  later  appointed  first  governor  of 
what  became  the  Florida  Territory.  Few  minor  foxing.  A  small 
tom  piece  at  upper  left  (extending  to  the  margin)  has  been 
professionally  reattached,  with  the  fold  neatly  reinforced  between 
the  main  page  and  the  integral  leaf.

American  statesman,  jurist  and  political  leader;  Chief  Justice  of 
the  U.S.  Supreme  Court,  President  of  the  Continental  Congress 
and  diplomat.  ALS  “John  Jay’’,  2pp,  4to,  Bath,  [England]  1783 
December  5.  To  his  wife,  Sally  Jay,  “Chaillot  near  Paris’’. 
Docketed  integral  address  leaf  bearing  a  “bishop’’  postmark  and 
straight-line  “ANGLETERRE”.  In  part  Jay  writes:  “Today  is  a 
week  since  my  arrival  here.  In  so  short  a  time  much  alteration  in 
my  health  could  not  have  been  expected.

Of  all 
temporal  pleasures  those  of  the  domestic  kind  have  the  preference 
in  my  opinion...!  have  received  much  attention  from  the  Countess 
of  Huntington.  She  inquired  about  you... and  is  an  enthusiast  for 
America.  Her  head  is  much  set  on  the  conversion  of  our  Indians. 
She  will  find  it  a  difficult  task,  but  her  wishes  are  laudable  tho’ 
perhaps  too  sanguine.  Mr.  Chase  who  came  with  me  from 
London  presents  his  comp[imen]ts  to  you.  Perhaps  you  may  yet 
see  him  in  France  for  tho’  he  is  homesick  he  talks  often  of  it...’’ 
John  Jay  was  in  Europe  at  the  time  for  the  just  concluded  Treaty 
of  Paris,  for  which  he  was  the  United  States’  principal  agent, 
along  with  Benjamin  Franklin  and  John  Adams.  An  excellent 
family  letter  in  very  fine  condition.

In  his  glowing  praise  of  the  book,  Henry  R.  Luce, 
founder  of  Time-Life  magazines  states  in  the  foreword:  ‘‘If  John 
Kennedy  is  characteristic  of  the  younger  generation  -  and  I  believe 
he  is  -  many  of  us  would  be  happy  to  have  the  destinies  of  this 
Republic  handed  over  to  his  generation  at  once.”  While  in  the 
introduction,  Kennedy  summarizes  his  own  purpose  in  writing  the 
book,  thusly:  ‘‘...England  made  many  mistakes;  she  is  paying 
heavily  for  them  now.  In  studying  the  reasons  why  England  slept, 
let  us  try  to  profit  by  them  and  save  ourselves  her  anguish.” 
Interestingly,  the  British  Prime  a  Minister  Winston  Churchill  had 
previously  written  a  book  he  called  While  England  Slept.  Some 
negligible  foxing  on  the  blank  inside  covers,  else  in  quite  fine 
condition.

responsibilities.  We,  the  people,  are  the  boss,  and  we  will  get  the 
kind  of  political  leadership,  be  it  good  or  bad,  that  we  demand 
and  deserve.”

Six  interesling  TLsS  as  Secretary  of  War,  all  but  one  written  on 
folio,  tan  laid  paper,  dated  War  Department,  1794  July  7th  - 
November  27th  (a  nKtnth  before  he  resigned  from  office).  All 
addressed  to  Samuel  Hodgdon  Esq.,  Superintendent  of  the 
Military  Stores  of  the  U.  S.,  concemin'g  the  movement  of  military 
supplies  in  preparation  for  the  suppression  of  the  Whiskey 
Rebellion.  Dissatisfaction  with  the  tax  laws  in  Western 
Pennsylvania  had  stirred  the  insurrection  and  the  old  officers  of 
the  Revolution  are  seen  making  ready  for  battle  once  again.  In  the 
July  7th  letter,  Knox  has  directed  Hodgdon  “to  deliver  to  the 
order  of  his  Excellency  Governor  Mifflin,  as  a  loan,  for  the 
immediate  defence  of  the  Frontier  Counties  of  Pennsylvania, 
Twenty  quarter  Casks  of  good  Rifle  powder  -  Fifteen  hundred 
weight  of  Lead,  and  One  Thousand  Rifle  Flints...”  At  the  bottom 
of  the  same  letter,  Thomas  Mifflin,  Pennsylvania  Governor  and 
Signer  of  the  Constitution  has  annotated:  “Be  pleased  to  deliver 
the  Powder  to  the  Order  of  Col.  Clement  Biddle”.  Biddle  has  also 
signed  on  the  verso.  One  letter  acknowledges  the  arrival  of  Col. 
[Alexander]  Hamilton,  then  the  Secretary  of  Treasury,  who 
played  a  prominent  part  in  the  entire  affair  of  the  Whiskey 
Rebellion.  It  may  well  be  remembered  that  it  was  Hamilton’s  idea 
to  place  excise  tax  on  whisky  which  sparked  the  rebellion  and  to 
satisfy  his  taste  for  military  action  he  accompanied  the  military 
force  sent  by  Washington  to  suppress  the  outburst.  Collectively 
this  set  of  official  correspondence  gives  a  distinctively  fascinating 
view  of  the  various  phases  of  military  preparations  involved  in  the 
suppression  of  that  insurrection.  In  addition  to  his  excellent  bold 
signatures,  Knox  has  signed  his  title  on  four  of  the  letters.  One 
letter  has  a  minor  repair  on  verso  while  the  rest  suffer  only  few 
marginal  edge  splits  or  tears,  otherwise  the  letters  are  securely 
enclosed  in  a  handsome  custom-made  gold-labeled  document 
holder.

Anwrican  sUlcsnuin,  Si^uer  of  ihc  Declaration  of  Independence, 
dcleualc  to  the  Sump  Act  Congress  (1765)  and  Member  of  the 
ContinenUl  Congress  where  he  served  briefly  as  President  in 
1781.

You  have  done  so  much  to  awaken 
awareness... for  the  prevention  and  proper  treatment  of  cancer.  Is 
it  improper  for  me  to  say  that  no  greater  memorial  could  be 
erected  to  your  mother  than  to  awaken  public  interest  in  the  fact 
that  so  many  in  our  country  struggle  under  burdens  which  are 
greater  than  they  can  bear,  and  there  are  too  few  to  help  them?”

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267  BONAPARTE,  NAPOLEON  (1769-1821)  (Photo)  ($2000-3000) 
Napoleon  I,  Emperor  of  the  French,  world  famous  general,  first 
became  prominent  in  1795,  when  he  cleared  the  streets  of  Paris  of 
an  anti-Directory  mob.  In  exchange  for  this  service  and  for  taking 
Barras’  mistress,  Josephine  de  Beauhamais,  off  his  hands,  Barras 
induced  the  other  directors  to  make  Napoleon  commander  of  the 
Army  of  Italy.  Victorious  in  the  field  and  knocking  Austria  out  of 
the  war  at  the  Peace  of  Campo  Formio,  Bonaparte  resolved  to 
pressure  England  by  attacking  its  route  to  India  in  Egypt.  The 
directors,  fearful  of  his  popularity,  agreed  to  the  Egyptian 
expedition  on  February  23,  1798.  Working  feverishly  for  70 
days,  Bonaparte  assembled  his  forces,  reaching  Alexandria  on 
July  1,  1798.  Although  successful  in  the  field,  the  loss  of  the 
French  fleet  to  Nelson  at  the  Battle  of  Aboukir  Bay,  forced 
Napoleon  to  abandon  his  army  and  return  to  France.  He  staged  a 
coup  d’etat  on  November  9,  1799,  had  himself  made  first  consul 
and  in  1804  became  Emperor.  LS  one  page  folio.  1798,  April  13. 
A  good  content  letter  to  the  Commissary  in  charge  of  Armaments 
in  the  Mediterranean  ordering  a  frigate  to  Genova  to  pick  up  a 
general  and  escort  his  soldiers,  orders  nine  large  transports  to 
Ajaccio  in  Corsica  to  pick  up  troops  from  the  garrison  there.  He 
also  orders  3  million  Francs  in  silver,  part  of  the  booty  seized  by 
the  general  during  his  incursion  into  Switzerland  and  the  Canton 
of  Berne  from  Lyons  to  Toulon,  so  that  he  can  pay  his  forces. 
General  Dommartin,  [who  commanded  the  French  artillery  in 
Egypt],  was  ordered  to  get  carts  for  the  artillery  train.  The  letter 
has  the  signature  Bonaparte  and  is  mounted  with  library  strips  on 
a  card.  There  is  a  library  stamp  for  the  "biblioteca  Lindebiana" 
with  a  count’s  coronet  and  swan  rising  from  a  similar  coronet  in 
the  center.  A  rare  item  from  one  of  Bonaparte’s  illustrious 
campaigns.

268  BONAPARTE,  NAPOLEON  (1769-1821)  (Photo)  ($750-850) 
Emperor  of  the  French  and  successful  general.  DS  2pp  folio. 
1808  June  22.  Report  of  the  Minister  of  Marine  expatiating  on  the 
fact  that  ships  coming  with  tropical  produce  from  what  remained 
of  the  French  colonial  empire  (the  British  were  busy  capturing 
one  colony  after  another  to  cut  off  French  bases  for  privateer 
attacks  on  British  shipping)  were  escaping  duties  and,  in 
consequence,  the  revenues  earmarked  from  the  duties  on  such 
goods  to  pay  for  France’s  naval  ship  building  operations  was  not 


coming.  This  was  delaying  the  effort  to  gain  naval  lupcriority 
over  the  British.  The  minister  proposes  several  changes  in  the 
laws.  At  the  top  left  is  a  short  notation  by  the  Emperor 
"Approved,  Bayonne  3  July  1808,  N  A.S.  No.3".  Napoleon  was 
at  Bayonne,  enticing  the  Spanish  royal  family  to  come  and  visit 
with  him  and  use  his  good  offices  to  settle  the  feud  between 
Carlos  rv  and  the  Ferdinand  VII.  In  fact,  the  Bourbons  were  all 
seized  and  compelled  to  renounce  the  Spanish  throne  in  favor  of 
Napoleon’s  brother,  Joseph.  This  proved  to  be  a  disastrous 
mistake  as  it  was  the  proximate  cause  of  the  Peninsula  War, 
which  cost  France  far  more  casualties  than  the  ill-fated  Russian 
expedition  in  1812.  The  report  is  rim  mounted  with  docketing  at 
the  top  left.  The  reason  for  the  "Emperor  and  King"  style  was  that 
Napoleon  was  also  King  of  Italy.

Instead  of 
making  one  Popp,  Kreisehauptmann,  he  proposes  to  shunt  aside 
or  pass  over  into  retirement,  one  Colonel  Thierig,  the  present 
chief  of  the  Saxon  police,  who  is  not  suitable  for  his  post.  Instead, 
the  present  police  chief  in  Dresden,  Colonel  Hille,  is  to  be  moved 
up  to  the  post  of  inspector  general  of  the  Saxon  police  and  Popp  is 
to  be  made  chief  of  police  in  Dresden.

Frick  had  nominal  control  of  the  regular 
police,  but  even  at  this  time,  the  SS  had  taken  over  effective 
control  and  Frick  was  reduced  to  making  suggestions  regarding 
his  own  subordinates’  appointments.

He  was  later  made  a  Field 
Marshal  by  Hitler,  but  was  convicted  and  executed  at  Nuremburg 
by  the  allies  for  his  role  in  various  war  crimes  including 
promulgating  Hitler’s  decree  ordering  the  summary  execution  of 
allied  commandos,  whether  in  uniform  or  not.  TLS,  in  German, 
2pp,  4to,  1938  November  15.  Keital,  in  this  letter  to  Dr.  Fehling, 
head  of  the  German  committee  to  select  those  for  Rhodes 
scholarships,  recommends  his  wife’s  nephew  Wolfgang  Fontaine 
for  a  slot.  He  says  he  has  known  him  from  childhood;  that  he  has 
gone  up  through  the  Nazi  education  system  and  that  he  is  a 
thoroughly  reliable  fellow,  fully  representative  of  the  young 
generation  of  Germans  of  that  era.

279  NIMITZ,  CHESTER  W.  (1885-1966)  ($350-450)

to  Curt  and  Mary  Schiffeler,  managers  of  the  Raleigh  Hotel  in 
Washington.  Nimitz  reports  that  he  has  been  offered  a  position  by 
President  Truman  as  head  of  the  new  "Commission  on  Internal 
Security  and  Individual  Rights".  He  reports  receiving  warm 
congratulations  from  Admiral  Sherman  and  that  he  plans  to  use 
the  Raleigh  as  his  residence,  but  as  he  will  be  getting  a  nice  per 
diem  salary,  he  cannot  possibly  accept  the  Schiffeler’s  offer  of 
free  accommodations.  He  will  need  rooms  similar  to  those  used 
by  singer  Lily  Pons;  complete  with  a  sitting  room.  Truman 
wanted  this  commission  to  head  off  the  destructive  attacks  being 
made  on  his  administration  by  the  House  Un-American  Affairs 
committee  and  the  Senate  Internal  Security  Committee  headed  by 
the  ultra-conservative  and  powerful  Pat  McCarran,  who  ultimately 
had  a  reactionary  immigration  law  enacted  over  Truman’s  veto. 
McCarran  blocked  the  creation  of  the  Commission  which  never  ^ 
got  off  the  ground,  paving  the  way  for  Joseph  McCarthy  .  Fine 
condition.

A  carbon  copy  of  the  original  letter  to  Random 
House,  Inc.,  New  York  City,  concerning  a  sealed  copy  of  the 
manuscript  of  "Long  Day’s  Journey  Into  Night",  which  the  highly 
acclaimed  playwright  had  written  and  deposited  with  the 
publishing  house  “on  the  condition  that  it  not  be  opened  by  you 
until  twenty-five  years  after  my  death’’.  O’Neill  wanted  to  publish 
the  play  under  their  June  30,  1933  agreement,  with  the  exception 
of  four  stipulations  specified  in  this  letter.  Accepting  O’Neill’s 
terms  on  behalf  of  the  Random  House  is  Beimett  Alfred  Cerf 
(1898-1971),  its  editor  and  founder,  who  later  became  a  celebrity 
for  Cerjboard  and  his  weekly  TV  appearance  on  What's  My  Line?

307  RANDOLPH,  EDMI^  J.  (1753-1813)  (Photo)  ($400-500) 
American  politician;  aide-de-camp  to  General  Washington, 
member  of  Continental  Congress,  etc.  Printed  DS  “Edm: 
Randolph”  as  Secretary  of  State,  3pp,  folio,  1794  June  5. 
Historical  Bill  passed  by  the  3rd  Congress  of  the  U.S.  at  the  first 
session  in  Philadelphia.  Also  signed  in  type  by  President  George 
Washington,  Speaker  of  the  House  Frederick  Muhlenburg,  and 
President  of  the  Senate  pro  tempore  Ralph  Izard.  During 
Washington’s  administration,  as  now,  all  bills  passed  by  both 
Houses  of  Congress  were  sent  to  the  President  for  approval.  This 
one  is  unusual  in  that  it  bears  the  actual  rather  than  the  printed 
signature  of  Randolph.  Of  particular  significance  is  the  fact  that 
this  Act  of  Congress  “laying  duties  upon  Carriages  for  the 
conveyance  of  Persons”  led  to  the  first  challenge  of  a  federal  law 
in  the  Supreme  Court.  In  the  case  of  Hylton  vs.  United  States 
(1796)  the  court  considered  the  constitutionality  of  the  carriage 
tax  on  the  question  of  whether  a  federal  tax  on  carriages  was  a 
direct  tax  within  the  meaning  of  the  Constitution.  Charles  Lee  and 
Alexander  Hamilton  argued  for  the  government  while  Alexander 
Campbell  and  Jared  Ingersoll  for  Hylton.  In  its  final  decision  the 
court  upheld  the  validity  of  the  tax.  (Source:  George  Washington 
Papers  of  Alderman  Library,  Univ.  of  Virginia).  Minor  split 
along  the  central  horizontal  fold,  slightly  rough  edges  and  soiling 
on  blank  verso  of  integral  leaf,  else  in  good  condition  with  a  dark 
bold  signature.

danger  ,  is  a  measure,  as  friendly  as  it  is  important.... Sure  then, 
while  America,  the  asylum  of  happiness  and  freedom,  is  infested 
with  a  foe  whose  sole  aim  is  to  rifle  her  sons  of  every  enjoyment 
that  he  can  render  life  desirable;  you  will  be  ready  in  arms  to 
defend  your  country,  your  liberty,  your  wives,  your  children  and 
possessions,  from  rapine,  abuse  and  destruction... But  lest  some  of 
you  should  be  deceived  by  the  misrepresentations  of  designing 
men,  we  must  remind  you  that  all  the  pretentions  to  peace  and 
reconciliation,  so  pompously  dealt  out  in  the  insidious 
proclamations  of  the  commissioners  of  the  king  of  Great-Britain, 
amount  to  nothing  more  than  an  invitation  to  give  up  your 
country... Society,  where  no  man  is  bound  by  other  laws  than 
those  to  which  he  gives  his  own  consent  is  the  greatest  ornament, 
and  tends  most  of  all  things  to  the  felicity  of  human  nature,  and  is 


a  privilege  which  can  never  be  given  up  by  a  people  without  their 
being  exceedingly  guilty  before  Him  who  is  the  bestower  of  every 
good  and  perfect  gif\...We  therefore  for  the  sake  of  that  religion, 
for  the  enjoyment  whereof  your  ancestors  fled  to  this  country,  for 
the  sake  of  your  laws  and  future  felicity,  entreat  and  urge  you  to 
act  vigorously  and  firmly  in  this  critical  situation  of  your  country  - 
and  we  doubt  not  but  that  your  noble  exertions  under  the  families 
of  Heaven,  will  insure  you  that  success  and  freedom,  due  to  the 
wise  Man  and  the  Patriot...’’  A  remarkable  broadside  with  stirring 
Revolutionary  content.

ROOSEVELT  AND  THE  SEPARATION  OF  CHURCH  AND  STATE 

329  ROOSEVELT,  THEODORE  ($2500-3000) 

TLS  “Theodore  Roosevelt”  as  President,  5pp,  4to,  on  White 
House  letterhead  (from  Oyster  Bay,  NY),  1902  July  21. 
Interesting  lengthy  letter  to  James  D.  Fox  of  Holy  Name  Society, 
New  York  City.  This  historical  letter  clearly  defines  President 
Roosevelt’s  position  on  religious  liberty  when  he  says:  “...There 
are  certain  great  fundamental  principles  to  which  our  government  • 
is  irrevocably  pledged.  Among  these  principles  is  that  of  complete 
religious  liberty  -  the  state  and  church  being  sharply  separated, 
neither  performing  the  functions  of  the  other,  and  no 
discrimination  being  made  for  or  against  any  creed,  but  strict 
justice  being  done  to  the  professors  of  all  alike...”  Following  the 
annexation  of  the  predominantly  Catholic  Philippine  Islands  by 
the  United  States  in  1902,  members  of  the  Roman  Catholic  church 
in  this  country  strongly  objected  to  the  expulsion  of  the  Spanish 
Friars  from  the  Philippines  and  the  confiscation  of  their  lands.  In 
this  letter,  Roosevelt  defends  the  U.  S.  government’s  position  and 
the  general  attitudes  of  the  Filipinos  in  the  controversy  over  this 
matter.  He  states:  “...the  proposition  was  one  purely  in  the 
interest  of  the  Catholic  population  of  the  islands,  of  their  moral 
and  material  well-being,  as  well  as  in  the  interest,  as  we 
conceived  it  to  be,  of  the  Catholic  Church...”  William  H,  Taft 
was  appointed  Civil  Governor  of  the  Philippines  by  Roosevelt  and 
he  was  directed  to  resolve  this  delicate  situation  in  Rome  and  in 
the  Philippines.  Included  in  this  lot  is  a  3pp  printed  copy  of 
Secretary  of  War  Elihu  Root’s  instructions  to  Governor  Taft 
“...In  The  Matter  of  The  Purchase  of  Friar  Lands  in  the 
Philippines”,  and  a  7pp  typewritten  copy  of  the  communications 
between  Root,  Taft  and  the  Holy  See’s  spokesman  “Rampolla”, 
concerning  the  mutual  arrangements  for  the  withdrawal  of  certain 
objectionable  religious  orders  from  the  Philippines.  Other  related 
documents  in  this  group  include  a  signed  copy  of  James  Fox’s 
original  response  letter  to  Roosevelt,  a  signed  copy  of  the 
Resolution  sent  to  Roosevelt  by  officials  of  the  Holy  Name 
Society  in  New  York  and  three  copies  of  testamentary.  There  are 
light  stains  on  several  areas  of  the  Roosevelt  letter,  but  they  do 
not  affect  overall  fine  condition.

American  novelist  and  social  reformer.  Three  very  interesting 
letters,  two  earlier  TLsS  and  one  ALS,  each  one  page,  4to  (with 
one  TLS,  half-4to),  on  his  imprinted  personal  stationery.  Dated 
Long  Beach,  CA,  June  1  and  July  27,  1927,  the  two 
extraordinary  typed  letters  are  both  addressed  to  Maurice 
Maeterlinck,  the  great  Belgian  author  and  Nobel  laureate,  then 
based  in  Nice,  France,  on  the  subject  of  censorship  of  his 
muckraking  novel  Oil!,  and  on  the  Russian  Revolution.  Sinclair 
says,  “I  have  never  written  an  indecent  book,  and  resent  the 
charge  that  I  have  done  so.”  He  goes  on  to  ask  Maeterlinck  the 
favor  of  his  opinion  as  to  the  decency  of  Oil!  and  adds  that 
“...such  a  letter  will  have  weight  with  the  judge  and  jury...” 
Maeterlink’s  reply  is  not  present,  but  in  Sinclair’s  July  27  letter, 
he  thanks  Maeterlinck  for  writing  him  and  then  discusses  the 
Russian  Revolution  comparing  his  attitude  to  that  of  Thomas 
Paine’s  toward  the  French  Revolution.  “I  oppose  the  terror. 
Nevertheless  I  cannot  bind  myself  to  the  fact  that  the 
revolutionary  forces  have  a  great  bulk  of  the  right  on  their 
side...”  While  in  a  much  later  ALS,  dated  Monrovia,  CA,  May 
22,  [19]59,  to  one  Carmichael,  Sinclair  writes  about  his  long  and 
hard  struggle  to  get  his  manuscripts  published.  Wittingly  he 
exclaims  “A  novel  &  gay  idea!  I  hereby  enter  my  claim  as  the 
world’s  champion  accumulator  of  rejections  letters.  In  my 
collection  in  Indiana  I  wager  you  can  find  several  thousand...” 
He  mentions  several  of  his  important  books.  The  Jungle,  Oil!, 
Love’s  Pilgrimage,  etc.,  which  were  rejected  by  about  5 
publishers.  “The  only  ones  never  rejected  were  those  I  published 
myself...”  Finally,  in  his  postscript,  Sinclair  writes  “...that  the 
way  to  accumulate  rejections  is  to  put  some  social  protest  into 
your  mss.”  All  boldly  signed  in  full  and  in  very  fine  condition^

The  highest  aspirations  of  my  Nature 
were,  that  I  should  be  O’Connell’s  principal  Instrument  of 
Peace. ..in  his  Efforts  for  the  peaceful,  bloodless  regeneration  of 
his  own  Country,  and  for  setting  an  Example  to  other  realms,  as 
was  nobly  proved  in  England  by  Richard  Cobden  and  his  League, 
how  revolutions  may  achieved... without  the  pollution  [sic]  of 
Carnage,  Bloodshed,  and  Convulsion.  Before  you  receive  this 
tomorrow,  I  will  have  ceased  to  live... I  am  with  most  grateful 
feelings  for  all  your  kindness  to  me  for  so  many  years,  as  a 
private  Friend  and  public  journalist. ..Affectionately  yours;  - 
farewell  for  Ever!”  Signed  in  full  and  in  fine  condition.  Steele 
threw  himself  into  the  Thames  off  Waterloo  Bridge  on  the 
morning  of  April  20th  and  died  shortly  thereafter  despite  rescue 
efforts  to  resuscitate  him.  His  remains  were  taken  to  Ireland  and 
he  was  buried  beside  O’Connell.  Another  gentleman  mentioned, 
Richard  Cobden  (1804-1865),  was  an  English  statesman  and 
economist;  known  as  "Apostle  of  Free  Trade."  With  the  original 
holograph  signed  envelope,  stamped  and  postmarked.

A  citation  of  General  Bradley  for  the 
Distinguished  Service  Medal  (copy  in  lot)  proclaimed  in  part
